evening completed a pastorate of six 
years in the Trinity Reformed Church 
here when he delivered his finhl ser­ 
mon to the congregation. 
On Wed­ 
nesday Mr. Pontius 
will leave 
for 
Lehighton, Pennsylvania, where he has 
been called as pastor of the Zion Re­ 
formed Church. 
Mr. Pontius based his remarks on 
Chronicles II, 25:9, which reads “Tho 
Lord is able to Give much more than 
this.” 
Briefly, the pastor traced the 
history of the Reformed Church here, 
describing the fifteen 
pastors that 
have been in charged at different times 
during the one hundred and thirty 
three years of the existence of the 
church. 
Six 
of 
these 
cleryman 
preached in the German language and 
one was bi-linguist. 
Following is the list of pastors, all 
of whom were prominent in the de­ 
velopment of the Reformed 
Church 
and a number of whom became high 
church officials after their pastorate 
in Gettysburg: 
Rev. Mr. 
Troldenier, one of 
the 
county’s early settlers, later member 
of the board of Franklin and Mar­ 
shall Colage; John Gobreeht; Lebrecht 
Hinsch; Frederick A. Rahouser, who 
erected a Reformed Church, 
comer 
High and Stratton streets, completed 
in 1821; John William Runkle, colonial 
chaplain; 
David Bossier; 
Benjamin 
Schneck; Samuel Gutelius; E. V. Ger­ 
hart; 
Jacob Ziggler; Theodore 
P . 
Bucher, pastor during the battle of 
Gettysburg; R. H. Deatrich; Moses 
Kiefferand T. J. Barkley. 
Mr. Pontius in the second part of 
his sermon urged the members of his 
congregation to give themselves more 
to the 
church. 
“Give sons to 
the 
ministry,” he said, pointing to the 
fact that the church has had fifteen 
pastors since its founding but had 
given only two men to the ministry. 
“Give also yourselves to your com­ 
munity,” he cxorted. 
“You can,only 
receive as you give. ” 
If the criticism 
of one of the Marines who visited Get­ 
tysburg recently is true, than there is 
something lacking in the Christianity 
of Gettysburg, for we must give if we 
are to receive." 
Mr. Pontius point­ 
ed out that similar criticisms were 
made when troops were here during 
the World War and again urged a 
greater spirit of giving in the town. 
In conclusion, Mr. Pontius urged 
the members of his congregation to 
give themselves to God, saying that 
by so doing “The Lord is able to give 
Thee much more than this.”

IE events of the past month 
present a contrast between, en 
the one hand, 
those 
which 
show encouraging progress toward 
normal conditions of industry and 
prosperity, and, on the other hand, 
those which indicate that human 
perversity or distrust is the chief 
obstacle to progress. 
The trend in 
business has beemfavorable, at home 
and abroad. 
In Europe, indastrial conditions 
would improve rapidly but for the 
political conditions. 
The prospect 
of a foreign kiam for Germany has 
been abandoned for the present, be­ 
cause it is impracticable for Ger­ 
many to give security for such a 
loan without a complete settlement 
of the reparations debt, and France 
cannot afford to make a final settle­ 
ment for any amount that could be 
raised by the loan. 
The currencies of both Austria 
and Germany continue to decline in 
value as the result of new issues. 
The German mark, before the war 
worth about 23.8 cents, 
is 
now 
worth about 27 hundredths of one 
cent. The bitter antagonisms which 
exist 
between 
political 
factions 
within Germany are indicated by 
the second assassination 
in 
high 
circles, this time of W alter Rath- 
enau, minister of foreign affairs. 
In Ireland a state bordering upon 
civil war exists, and Sir 
Henry 
Wilson, 
Field 
Marshal of 
Great 
Britain, has been assassinated in 
front of his residence in London, an 
act presumably related to the Irish 
situation. 
The 
energies 
of 
the 
world are being largely expended in 
strife. 
In this country unemployment has 
been diminishing and the crop out­ 
look is good, but the grow ing men­ 
ace of coal shortage or of railroad 
congestion, if not railroad suspen­ 
sion, overhangs the situation. 
The Coal Strike 
The anthracite field is all union­ 
ized and the shut-down is complete. 
Stocks of anthracite coal are now 
getting low, and as there is no great 
surplus capacity for production the 
danger 
of

short 
supply 
next 
W inter is becoming serious. 
A n­ 
thracite is used mainly for household 
purposes, and the supply is not so 
vital to the country as that of 
bituminous. 
Of the latter the non­ 
union districts are producing about 
one-half the required supply, and 
industrial and railway stocks are 
getting low'. 
President Harding has 
taken steps to bring about some 
kind of a settlement. 
The mining industry needs some­ 
thing more than a temporary ad­ 
justment that will provide coal for 
immediate 
needs. 
All 
accounts 
agree 
that 
it 
is 
over-developed. 
George Otis Smith, Chief of the 
United States Geological Survey, in 
a recent address said: 
“Mr. Peabody as a representative 
operator admits that one-third of 
the operating mines represent a bur­ 
den on the industry, and he suggests 
their 
elimination 
through 
bank­ 
ruptcy. 
Ellis Searles, the editor of 
the United Mine W orkers’ Journal 
admits that 159,000 miners, like one- 
third 
of 
the 
mines, 
should 
be 
eliminated, and he suggests that 
they leave the mine for the farm. 
Mr. Peabody estimates that the idle 
days of our bituminous mines in­ 
volve an annual loss to the capital 
and labor employed of not less than 
$400,000,000, and I suspect that most 
of this loss is paid by the consumer. 
"A longer working year for a re­ 
duced force is the only possible 
method of bringing about the lower 
wage scale and the larger annual 
earnings, both of which are gener­ 
ally needed. 
It is largely by reason 
of the high unit rate of wages that 
coal costs too much, and on broad 
economic grounds it may well fie 
questioned whether the producer 
should be paid a wage out of all 
proportion with the wage of the 
consumer. Can a $5 a day workman 
afford to buy coal mined by a $10 a 
day mine worker?”

I he improved conditions in the 
steel and other industries, with wage 
advance-* indicating a shortage of 
common labor in many localities, 
give 
reason 
to 
believe

superfluous labor in the coal in­ 
dustry would be quickly absorbed 
if the industries all received the 
stimulus which cheaper coal and 
cheaper 
transportation 
together 
would give. 
Indeed, with a general 
revival of industry it probably would 
be found that there were not so 
many superfluous men in the coal 
industry as now thought. 
If the 
natural economic laws were allowed 
to have lull play the whole situation 
would clear its e lf rapidly. 
The Rights of the Public 
T he matter of fuel supply so 
deeply concerns the public, that the 
latter unquestionably has rights to 
be protected in the controversy be­ 
tween employers and employes, 
lf 
the latter fail to reach an agreement, 
and a fuel famine develops which 
threatens to prevent the operation 
of the railroads and close down the 
industries generally, the government 
will be obliged to take the settle­ 
ment into its own hands. 
When 
individual rights or the interests of 
groups come in conflict, the govern­ 
ment, representing the entire body 
of people, has a right to determine 
and enforce policies that in its judg­ 
ment will best serve the interests of 
society as a whole. 
This is not 
capitalistic doctrine; it i s l he essence 
of democracy, 
'lite principle that 
the government has the right to 
safeguard the common interests and 
maintain policies that are essential 
to social progress is fundamental; 
it is paramount in all disputes, be­ 
cause it is more important to every­ 
body than any dispute over his own 
wages or his own property rights 
possibly can be. 
It is the principle 
upon which orderly society is based. 
The question of compulsory ar­ 
bitration has been much discussed 
in an abstract way, and tried in 
Australia without on the whole very 
satisfactory results. 
Few people be­ 
lieve in it as a method of settling 
ordinary disputes. 
So far as the 
interests 
of 
the 
immediate 
dis­ 
putants are concerned, it is better 
that they have tile opportunity to 
fight it out and reach their own set­ 
tlement; but where the interests of 
the public are vitally involved there 
must be a way of protecting it. The 
interests of the many cannot be sub­ 
ordinated to the interests of the 
few-, no matter whether the few are 
rich, or powerful for some other 
reason. 
So long as the theory is main­ 
tained 
that 
any 
relatively 
small 
group, like the coal miners or the 
railroad employes, has a right to 
take avantage of its relation to a 
vita! public service, to shut off that 
service by agreement among them­ 
selves, .regardless of the damage or 
suffering caused to the great public 
which sustains the service, just so 
long there will be danger of an 
attempt to put the theory into effect. 
It is to be hoped that such an 
attempt (bever will he made, but 
that by 
gradual spread of en­ 


lightenment all men will come to 
see as a social necessity that the 
government must have authority to 
maintain the services by which the 
common needs of the community 
are supplied. 
The Railroad Strike 
These comments apply to the rail­ 
road strike as well. 
Tne constant assertion of per­ 
sonal rights causes men to lose their 
balance where their own interest# 
are 
concerned, and there 
is 
no 
knowing 
how 
far they 
will go. 
Utterances of some of the leader# 
among both miners and railroad 
men have indicated a belief that they 
have only to tie up the mines and 
the railroads and wait for a flag of 
truce from the owners. 
They ex­ 
pect the industries to gradually shut 
down, the millions of wage-earners 
to be thrown out of employment, 
the transportation of food products 
to cease, and the population en 
masse to be brought to the verge 
of starvation, and to actually starve 
unless the employers give way. 
This policy, if it is a real policy, 
is based upon the assumption that 
the government is either impotent 
or afraid to take action in such an 
emergency as they hope to create. 
The assumption, however, is certain 
to be disappointed if such a situa­ 
tion ever arises. 
It is inconceivable 
that any government, however com­ 
posed, would fail to take action un­ 
der such conditions, and a govern­ 
ment that has been maintaining a 
great organization to feed the starv­ 
ing people of Russia is not likely to 
allow its own people to starve or 
freeze. 
The railroad cases have been dealt 
with in the only manner by which 
the public 
ever 
eau attempt 
to 
adjudicate such disputes. 
A com­ 
mission was created for the pur­ 
pose. 
Its composition is unique for 
a judicial body, for it is made up of 
three members named by the rail­ 
road 
employes, 
three 
member# 
named by the railroad companies 
and three members named by the 
President of the United States to 
represent the public. 
Of course, 
the latter are the only members who 
can be regarded as occupying a ju­ 
dicial position. The others are there 
to give the proceedings something 
of the character of a conference of 
all parties at interest. 
W hen the 
three 
members 
representing 
the 
public agree, the judicial decision ta 
practically a unanimous one. 
They have agreed in this instance, 
holding that it is necessary in the 
interest of the public that trans­ 
portation costs be reduced, and that 
the reductions that have been or­ 
dered 
leave 
the 
wages 
affected 
higher than for similar work outside 
of the railroad service. 
The Ideal Standard W age 
On the other hand, the dissenting 
members of the commission, like 
the attorneys who argued the case 
for the employes, set up a vague 
standard of living, which, if applied 
to the 25,090,000 families in the 
United States would require ex­ 
penditures more than 50 per cent. 
in 
excess 
of 
the 
total 
national 
income. 
Their argument seems to suppose 
that the wages of railroad employes 
are paid from some fund not in any 
way related to the income of the 
companies or to payments of the 
public for transportation services— 
in other words, that they present an 
abstract 
question 
which 
can 
be 
settled writhout any consideration 
for the people who in fact must 
ultimately pay the bill. 
W hen it is 
remembered that the ideal standard 
wage which is thus evolved must be 
paid out of the earnings of people 
who live on very much less, the 
appeal on the ground of justice loses 
all force. 
Everybody would tike to 
see the minimum wage raised in all 
industries, and it is being raised by 
all the improvements in industrial 
efficiency, but to arbitrarily set up 
high standards for favored groups at 
tin expense of others is not social 
ro ot ut.

Sheriff And Motorcycle Cop in 
Until Runner is Wounded.

Winchester,

IO—Shot 
through the left arm and breast dur­ 
ing a running fight with police in an 
attempt to evade arrest and get away 
with 55 gallons of whisky, John W. 
Fry, of M artinsburg, was in a serious 
condition in Memorial Hospital here. 
Fry was shot about daybreak by Mo­ 
torcycle Patrolman Ben Armet who, 
with Sheriff Pannett and Chief of Po­ 
lice Doran had gone to intercept him 
and Hugh Reynolds, bound from Elk­ 
ton to M artinsburg in an automobile 
loaded with liquor in kegs. 
Fry was betrayed by an attractive 
young woman who came Friday from 
Martinsburg and told Sheriff Pannett 
and told of his rum-running trips. She 
said Fry had “thrown her over.” They 
had been lovers. 
When the whisky car reached Steph­ 
ens City about dawn Armel, who had 
gone ahead, called upon Fry to stop.

The Divine Element 
In Conversion 


By REV. C. P. MEEKER

TEXT—Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
except a man be born again, he cannot 
see the Kingdom of God.—John 3:3, 


The great George Whitefield was 
once asked why he preached so often 
on ' the necessity 
of the new birth. 
His short and suffi­ 
cient reply was, 
VB e c a u s-e you 
must 
b e 
b o r n 
again.” The text 
expresses dearly, 
that at the very 
threshold of the 
new life of faith 
In C b r Is t, 
the 
s o u l stands In 
ueed of a distinct 
transformation of 
life called a new 
birth. 
We enter this life by birth; 
our entrance upon eternal life must 
be preceded also by a birth. 
Sin has 
effaced In man both the moral and 
spiritual image of God. The new birth 
restores both. 
This Is the uniform 
testimony of Scripture. The best that 
can be said of the old nature, declared 
to be dead in trespasses and sin (Eph. 
2:1), Is that it retained, in spite of the 
fffli, a capacity to receive new life 
from God and respond to His known 
will. 
The parable of the sower aptly il­ 
lustrates this. Therein four kinds of 
soil are represented. In three elses 
the soil Is inhospitable. In one case 
only is the soil good. But even bere it 
does not germinate the seed nor create 
life within it. It only receives It, for 
which it bus the capacity and fur­ 
nishes a hospitable environment in 
which it may develop and grow. Tile 
interpretation of the parable as gen­ 
erally given treats of the soil as the 
human heart, and of the seed as the 
Word of God. It is therefore the plant­ 
ing of the Living Word in the heart 
(which has the capacity to receive it 
aud furnish a hospitable environment 
for its development) that results in 
the reproduction of the moral and 
spiritual image of God. Tills recep­ 
tion of the Living Word into a heart 
is definite, and more or less clearly 
marked in the experience of the indi­ 
vidual, being accompanied often by as 
positive a crisis as when a child ii 
born into the world. 
In His talk with Nleodemus (John 
3:5), Christ gives us the one Instru­ 
ment, the Living Word, and the one 
active agent, the Holy Spirit, in effect­ 
ing 
the 
wonderful 
transformation 
called the new birth. 
These divine 
elements of conversion are expressed 
iii other connections, as for Instance, 
“That He might sanctify and cleanse 
it with the washing of water by the 
Word” (Eph. 5:26); “Being born not 
of corruptible seed, but of Incorrupt­ 
ible, by the Word of God, which liveth 
and abideth forever” (I Peter 1:23); 
and “According to His mercy He 
suved us, by the washing of regener­ 
ation and the renewing of the Holy 
Ghost * (Titus 3:5). 
Whenever, therefore, Hie Spirit ll 
mentioned in connection with water i 
It signifies the Spirit of God operating 
in and through the Word. To he born, j 
therefore, of water and of Spirit, Is 
the New Testament way of Affying 
that the Divine Spirit is the active 
agent, and the Divine Word is the ef­ 
fective instrument In the new' birth of 
of the soul. 
“It is the Spirit thst 
quickened; the flesh proflteth noth­ 
ing; the words I speak unto you they 
are spirit, and they are life” (John 
6:63). 
“Here then from headquarters wa 
have a statement that His Word* are 
very spirit and life; that His Word 
and Spirit are instrument and agent 
In the immense work of creating a 
new nature for the believer.” “In the 
new birth, then, the Word of God ii 
the s^ed; the human heart is the soil; 
God by His Spirit opens the heart to 
receive the seed; the hearer believes, 
the 
Spirit quickens the implanted 
seed into life In the receptive heart; 
the new diving nature springs up out 
of tile implanted W ord; the believe! 
Is born again, created anew, made 
alive, passed out of death into life.” 
A remarkable brick, taken from the 
ancient wall of Babylon, bears the in­ 
scription of one of Its mighty kings. 
In the center of the Inscription is the 
footprint of a dog. It was the custom 
to imprint the royal mark upon bricks 
used for public works. While this par- 
ticular brick was lying in its plastic 
or soft state, drying in the sun, a 
vagrant do* evidently trod upon it. 
The king’s inscription is entirely il­ 
legible, while the footprint of the dog 
is perfectly distinct. 
So sin has ef­ 
faced the image of God. leaving be­ 
hind its own unmistakable mark. The 
divine method of recovering what was 
lost In sin is a new creation based on 
an act of faith In tile finished w'ork of 
Christ.
